Panama, November 29.—The newspa- 
pers of the isthmus are asking the gov- 
ernment of the republic of Panama to oc- 
cupy and establish sovereignty over the 
islands of San Andres, Providence and 
Albuquerque, as well as other smaller 
isiands in the Carribbean in longi- 
tude @ighty-four degrees the terri- 
torial limits of the new republic He be- 
tween longitude seventy-nine degrbes and 
eighty-four degrees, The department of 
Bolivar, though bounded by the seventy- 
eighth degree of longitude, has hitherto 
exercised control over the islands where 
English only is spoken. 

The newspapers propose that the gov- 
ernment shall negotiate for the transfer 
of the islands to the United States for 
a coaling station. 

Closure of the Ports. 

Kingston, Jamaica, November 29.—The 
roya! mail steamer Trent, which arrived 
here today, reports that the port authori- 
ties of Cartagena refused to clear her for 
Colon, but issued clearance papers to her 
for Port Limon, Costa Rica. Despite 
thié fact, the Trent called at Colon ahd 
took on board passengers and cargo. In 
the future, however, vessels of any line 
calling at. isthmian ports will not proceed 
to Cartagena and Saranilla. 

They Depend on Americans. 

Colon, November 29.—The next event 
of political {mportance to the new repub- 
lic of Panama will be the ratification of 
the canal treaty and its return to Wash- 
ington, which is looked to with much in- 
terest “as: conclusively settling Panama's 
status. The ratification of the treaty 
appears to be considered by the govern- 
ment 4s the final step, so far as Panama 
concerned, absolutely binding the new 
republic to the protection of the United 
States. After this has been effected it is 
thought on the isthmus that there will 
remain nothing for Panama to do except 
to proceed under ,the security of the pro- 
tection’ of the friendship of the United 
States, with the development of her in- 
ternal affairs. The possibility. of war 
‘with or armed trouble from Colombia 
‘was not taken into serfous consideration 
anywhere on the isthmus, and never Is 
heard = discussed officially or otherwise.

“T have the honor to inform you that 
on November 13 the president of the 
United States formally recognized the 
Panama republe and received its min- 
ister.’ 

In reply, Senor Rico, writing under date 
of November 19, Says: 

“Your note received. I am acquainted 
with the fact that: President Roosevelt 
has recognized the republic of Panama 
and received its minister. So far as Co- 
lombia ts concerned the recognition of 
the so-called republic of Panama by the 
United States had fully taken place at the 
time your government entered into rela- 
tions with it. It is not according to rule 
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to establish communication by an inter- 
national treaty until the existence of a 
government has been recognized. For 
this reason the fact of the United States 
having done so on November 13 and the 
recelving of an agent of the rebels fs an 
act that would naturally follow. The 
facts that you have communicated to me 


oblige me to state that the Colombian | 


g°vernment considers them and the pre- 
mature manner [n which the recognition 
took place to be a violation of the treaty 
of _1846 and of international law. 

"As I informed your exceHeficy No- 
vember {!, a Colombian army !s march- 
ing on the isthmus and gonsequently Co- 
lombia is primarily the sovereign state 
and she will not only carry on the strug- 
gie, but is certain of being victorious if 
the United States does not Interfere.

Three of the men who went to tha 
Georgia-Auburn game are old Georzia 
men and their sympathies for their ol4 
alma mater proved too strong for their 
new love. William Davis, of Macon. was 
one Of the Dest known students at the 
university and in the season of 190! was 
the manager of the football team and 
made a big success at this occupation. 
Walter Hodgson is well known in Athens. 
which is his home, and his father is one 
of the most prominent citizens of Athens 
and is also a member of the Tech board 
of trustees, Walter Hodgson went fo the 
university for two or three vears, belong- 
ed to the Kanna Alpha fraternitv, wage a 
good track athlete and exceedingly popt- 
lar with the students. 

Fred Richardson, the third university 
man, went to college in Athens several 
years ago, having been to the Tech for 
one year. He was the second baseman 
on the baseball team for one year and 
the third baseman for another year.

Wos y Gil Did This. When’ 


Asked About Galvan’s 
Mission.

San Juan, P. R., November 29.—General 
Wos vy Gil arrived last night on the Ger- 
man cruiser Falke. The Falke gtarted at 
davlight this morning on her return to 
San Domingo. In the course of an in- 
terview with a representative of the As- 
sociated Press General Wos y Gil said: 

“No significance attaches to the fact 
af my traveling on the cruiser Falke. 
United States  Mini®8ter Powell offered 
me passage on the gunboat Newport to 
New Orleans or Kingston, Jamaica, but 
I preferred to come to San Juan and 
the German officials kindly offered mez 
transportation. 

‘Regarding the overthrow of my gov- 
ernment, I can only say that it was due 
to the impatience of the people. .With 
my respect for the constitution, this im- 
patience caused the revolution... If the 
new government starts constitutionally 
my people will agree with it; if not, they 
will try another evolution rather than 
revolution. I had the chair’ through 
peace: I do not want it through war, 
which is demoralizing to the country. 
The future state of thee Dominican re- 
public revolves upon the recognition of 
the protocol signed by the Vasquez gov- 
ernment with Minister Powell. I never 
wanted the protocol ratified unless the 
Dominican congress accepted {!t; my ac- 
ceptance of it was forced when the revo- 
lution came. This protocol demands the 
arbitration of certain difference between 
Santo Domingo and the United States. 
In accordance with President Roosevelt's 
agreement with me, personally signed 
by the president and received In San 
Domingo, Mr. Roosevelt cannot accept 
any other arbiter than mine, Senor Gal- 
van, who was appointed by the regular 
government and is now in Washington. 
I,do not care to say more now.’’ 

General Wos y Gil will remain here 
two months. When asked if he were 
contemplating urging the United States 
govérnment fo establish a protectorate 
over Santo Domingo, the. general placed 
his finger upon his lips and waved his 
hand significantly, his entire manner in- 
dicating the truth of the rumor that such 
a step was the object of Senor Galvan’s 
mission to President Roosevelt.

Farce of Extra: Session Still On 
at Washington 


Speaker Oannon Will Announce Com- 
mittees This Week and Demo- 
cratic Leader Will Attack 
Republicans’ for Do- 
Nothing Policy.

Washington, November 29.—The inter- 
esting feature of the coming week's pro- 
ceedings in the housé will be the an- 
nouncement of committees by Speaker 
Cannon. The announcement is looked 
for Tuesday, on which day’ the first 
session of the week will be held. Tho 
Speaker Says, however, that there may 
be delays, in which case the members 
will not know their séveral fates as to 
committee assignments until Friday, 
when it is proposed to hold the next sea- 
sion, or perhaps until Saturday. 

In just what manner the extra session 
is. to end,. whether by joint resolution 
of the two houses or by the operation 
of the constitutional provision convening 
the regular session, on the first Mon- 
day in December, ig another interesting 
feature for the week’s deveiopment. The 
precedents on this point are being spread 
before the speaker for his guidance. 
House leaders. have taken the position 
that no matter how the extre session 
ends the responsibility for its termination, 
in the absence of the completion of the 
Cuban legislation shall not rest with the 
lower branch of congress. For this rea- 
son, there is some objection to a joint 
resolution unless that form of adjourn- 
ment should come from the senate. Sen- 
ate precedent, Which is a matter of some 
weight in that body, is to look for an 
adjournment resolution from the house.

When 
these investigations were begun, some 
nine months ago, many of the chief of- 
fenders who have been indicted or dis- 
missed, or both, as above enumerated, 
were considered to have excellent Bepu- 
tations. A number of the most respecta- 
ble people in the land offered voluntary 
testimony on behalf of Mr. Tyner. So 
highly were Messrs. Beavers and Machen 
thought of by those who had _ been 
brought into close connection with them 
that the congress actually provided at 
{ts last session for raising the salaries of 
both, the salary tn each case being In- 


ereased $500, to take effect at the begin- 


ning of the fiscal year on July ! last. 
3y that date they were both out of of- 
fice, and the department of justice was 
taking steps to have them indicted. Dur- 
ing Machen’s term of service he was 
twice investigated by the congress, once 
by a committee of the senate and once 
by a committee of the house, but cleared 
on each occasion. Yet at that very pe- 
riod, as has been shown in the present 
investigation, he was engaged in the cor- 
rupt business for which he has now been 
removed and indicted. This is no fre- 
flection upon the committees who con- 
ducted the Investigation; for so skillfully 
had Machen concealed his wrongdoing 
that it was only revealed after months 
of laborious and exhaustive work by 
trained inspectors. 

The details of the corruption are set 
foritn in full in Mr. Bristow’s report and 
need not be recapitulated by me. As 
regards Messrs. Beavers and Maéhen, the 
corruption took the form of bribery and 
blackmail in connection with the purchase 
of government supplies. In the office of 
the assistant attorney general for the 
postoffice departmént, under Tyner and 
Barrett, far greater wrong was inflict- 
ed upon the public than could be meas- 
ured by a pecuniary standard, for in 
this office the corruption of the govern- 
ment officials took the form of favoring 
get-rich-quick concerns and similar swin- 
dling schemes; in other words, the crim- 
inals, whom it was the sworn duty of 
these gOvernment officials to prosecute, 
paid them for permission to fleece the 
public unmolested. 

Statute of Limitations. 

I heartily approve of the recommenda- 
tion of Messrs. Conrad and Bonaparte 
that the statute of limitations be extend- 
ed in the case of government servants to 
a period of, at least, five years; for the. 
persons who in such positions of trust 
engage in corrupt practices can ordinarily 
conceal their guilt for a longer time than 
ie covered by the present short statute 
of jimitations. This recommendation has 
been laid before the congress fn the re- 
pert of the attorney general, and it is 
earnestly hoped that it will be acted upon 
favorablr. Moreéover, our experience 
shows that outsiders claiming political 
influence sometimes sell their influence to 
candidates for office, or, in other words, 
blackmail these candidates. There should 
be legislation which will Permit of sum- 
mary dealing with such offenders. 

However, the prime need is not new 
legislation but the punishment of those 
who offend against existing laws. The 
postoffice department is making certain 
changes in the methods of administra- 
tion, notably in the method of fnspec- 


tion, by which the service will be im-, 


proved and the chance of corruption ex- 
isting withont discovery be minimized: 
but the only way to meet the rea] evi] 
is to punish the offenders, by remova}] in 
any event, and where possible by pros- 
ecution under the criminal] statutes. In 
any great business, public or private, 
wrong-doing is certain at times to occur. 
The way to guard against it Is rigorous. 
ly to serutinize the character of those 
appointed, carefully to supervise their

be unnecessary. ‘What the service most 
needs, however, is honest, intelligent and 
vigorous administration. The corruption 
disclosed is not due to lax laws, but to 
the dishonesty of those who have been 
charged with the responsibility of admin- 
istering them. 

“In closing permit me to express my 
sincere appreciation of the cordial sup- 
port I have received from you during the 
progress of the investigation. The hearty 
cooperation of First Assistant Postmaster 
General Wynne, whose bureau has been 
s0 largely involved, and of Assistant At- 
torney General Robb has been of great 
value." 


EDWARD G. RICHMOND DIES 


Prominent Chattanooga Financier 
‘Was President of Richmond Cot- 
ton Of] Commany and Inter- 
ested in Many Other Large 
Industrial Enterprises. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., November 29.—Ed- 
ward Gould Richmond, one of the south’s 
leading capitalists sand manufacturers, 
died at his residence in this city at 2 
o'clock today, as

Mr, Richmond had been ill for a year. 
He was a son of Dean Richmond, who 
made for himself a national reputation 


and was one of the marked and in- 
flUuential men of his time. Dean Rich- 
mond was the close friend and confrere 


curred at Tilden’s home in Gramercy 
park, New York city, in 1863. 

E. G. Richmond removed to Chatta- 
nooga in 1887, and since that date has 
been prominently identified with the city’s 
Yndustrial progress. He was president 
of the Richmond Cotton Ol] Company, 
of Chattanooga and Memphis; the Rich- 
mond Spinning Company, of Chattanoo- 
ga; the Richmond Hosiery Company, of 
Chattanooga, a director and important 
stockholder in The Memphis News, and 
interested in various other industrial en- 
terprises in the south, He was also 
a large stockholder in the Johnson Har 
vester Company, of Batavia, N. Y. 

He was a native of Batavia. He leaves 
a wife and two children. Mrs. Rich- 
mond, before marriage, was Miss Car- 
Tie Pfau, of Cincinnati. Mr. Richmond 
leaves a fortune of over a million dol- 
jars. 

The remains will be interred in the 
family vault at Batavia, N. Y.

Berlin, November 29.—Althovgh 
reasons of Emperor William fcr wWith- 
drawing his offer'of a cup for a tfans- 
Atlantic yacht race are regarded bg his 
yachting advisers as sufficient, there were 
other considerations that made a With- 
drawal of the trophy for mext season the 
easiest way out of the tangle caused 
by the inability of the New York YWecht 
CTub and the Atlantic Yacht Club to 
agree on the subject. 

The original purpose of Emperor Wil- 
liam was to have the race for the cup 
managed jointly by the New York Yacnt 
Club and the Atlantic Yacht Club, of 
both of which clubs he is a member, and 
the royal yacht squadron, of Cowes, and 
the Imperial Yacht Club, of Kiei. Pre- 
viously Sir Thomas Lipton had  of- 
fered a cup to the Atlantic Yacht Club 
for an ocean race in 1904, but learning 
that Emperor William desired to give a 
trophy, Commodore Tod, of the Atlantic 
Yacht Club, nt a cablegram to Sir 
Thomas asking if he would withdraw and 
permit the empeyYor to offer a cup. Com- 
modore Tod’s cablegram was marked 
*Private.”’ Sir Thomas, however, on Oc- 
tober 27, telegraphed Emperor William 
his withdrawal and the emperor, suppos- 
ing from Sir Thomas’ telegram that ev- 
erything had been arrangeu in the United 
States, replied to Sir Thomas on Oc- 
tober 28, thanking him for his magna- 
nimity, saying that he would have his 
ambassador offer a cup. 

The inability of tae New York Yacht 
Club and the Atiantic Yacht Club to 
agree with regard to the matter was met 
by a proposal made by Emperor William 
last week that he would give a cup in 
1904 to the Atlantic Yacht Club, pro- 
vided the New York Yacht Club would 
enter its yachts in the race, and one to 
the New York Yacht Club in 1906, In 
which the Atlantic Yacht Club would en- 
ter, thus avoiding joint management of 
the cup. This was not satisfactory to 
the New York Yacht Club and the em- 
peror, therefore, withdrew his offer as the 
time is now too short to get new boats 
ready for @ race next year.

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FRED B. SMITH 
TALKS TO MEN 


Large Audience at Grand 
Deeply Interested in 
Speaker’s Words. 


More than two thousand men gathered 
in a remarkable meeting at the Grand 
opera house yesterday afternoon to hear 
the address of Fred B. Smfth, of New 
York city, the well known Y. M, C. A. 
worker, on the subject, “The Strong 
Man.” The meeting was held under the 
auspices of the local Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, Mr. Smith being in At- 
lanta in the interest of that work. 

The meeting was for men only and 
before the hour set for the service to be- 
gin, 3:30 o’clock, the spacious opera 
house, both downstairs and in the gal- 
ferfes, was filled and only standing room 
could be obtained. Numbers of men, un- 
able to procure seats, stood in the aisles 
and in the rear of the auditorium 
throughout the entire service. 

Mr. Smith is regarded as one of the 
best speakers to men in the United States 
and his eloquent and earnest words and 
forceful arguments made a visible im- 
pression on the great audience, arousing 
much enthusiasm. At the conclusion of 
the service, large numbers of men stood 
up, requesting prayer and many went 
forward and shook hands with the speak- 
er. The meeting represented one of the. 
largest audiences of men ever gathered 
together in this city. 

The central idea in Mr. Smith’s address 
was true manhood and he developed a 
number gf instructive lessons along iis 
line. He showed. the importance of 
strength in manhood by reciting tha 
there are twenty-eight passages in the 
Bible in which young’meén are exhorted 
to be strong. _He mentioned different 
ways in which they may be strong, but 
declared that the real test of strong 
manhood is religion. 

Physical and Moral Strength. 

The speaker advocated physical strength 
stating that men should care for thetr 
body and should abstain from all things 
which may desecrate the body and tear 
down physical strength. He stated that 
he has no use for the physical coward, 
but that he considered as the most piti- 
able sight in the world a moral coward. 
A young man, he stated, may have the 
appearance of a man and possess the 
physical strength of a man and yet be 
a sniveling, moral coward. He declared 
that he would not be surprised if tnere 


were not at least 500 men-in the audi- 
‘ence who were being led 


nose, You cannot judge men by what 
they weigh, he said. He stated that the 
test of manhood referred to in the Bible 
is not physical power. 

“Then there ts the strength of money,” 
he said. “The ability to make money 
honestly is a power in any man; it is a 
God-given power. The Bible contains a 
thrilling appea} to young men to be hon- 
est and industrious. If God put the pow- 
er In a man to make money and to use 
it for His glory, the making of money is 
as much that man’s duty as it is the 
duty of a minister to preach the gospel 
and work for the upbullding of reiigion. 
Young men should have a desire to ob- 
tain money, and if they do not, they are 
not following the teachings of the Bible 
in that respect. There {s no power in 
the man who goes into an honest bus- 
iness to make money for the welfare of 
his fellow man, tut the money fs not the 
test of true manhood. Wor there are men 
of millions who are today grinding down 
their young men employées and forcing 
them to work for small wages. In my 
opinion such men should not be allowed 
to live outside of the penitentiary. 

Living on Their Parents. 

*“Men must be men on Their own ac- 
count and must not depend on the record 
of their ancestors. There are thousands 
of young men today who are living leper- 
ous lives on the strength of the Godly 
lives and influence of their parents and 
other ancestors. Physical life Is the low- 
est feature of man, quadrupeds having 
some points above him. I have never 
yet seen the gteer that would drink whis- 
ky, the hog that would chew tobacco, or 
ith colt that would smoke cigarettes,

Mill Men Afraid Of Fleecy 
Staple, 


Only Buying for Present Needs. 
Though They Fear Cotton Wil) 
Go Higher Still—Southern 
Banks Have All Money 
Mills Need. 


Charlotte, N. C., November 29 .—(Spe- 
cial.)—The unusual claim is made here 
today that there is more money at pres- 
ent in yarns than in cotton goods, not- 
withstanding the fact that the opposite 
has been the case for a long while. 

There is said to be a concentrated ef- 
fort among the manufacturers to advance 
their products or store them. This is 
caimed to be borne out by the fact of 
the call for a meeting of manufacturers 
in this city on December 8 for the 
purpose of considering the matter of cur- 
tailment of output, 

The further statement is made that 
money in the south is very easy and in 
abundance in many of the smaller towns. 


| Accordingly this will help the manufac- 


turers in holding their goods. A spinner 
went north recently to test the market. 
His home banks, however, told him that 
they had plenty of money and that he 
would not have to rely on the commission 
men or the banks of New York to raise 
cash. It is even claimed that money in 
the south can be had at a cheaper rate 
than in New York city. 

The past week in yarns has shown a 
further advance of about half a cent, 
especially has the rise been evident in 
numbers from 20 to 30, both in woolens 
and In hosiery yarns. Tuere is quite an 
uneasiness among the weavers and knit- 
ters who are at a loss how to arrange 
their contracts, owing to the fact that 
the raw materia! is very much higher 
than for years past at this season of the 
year, , 

With a crop of 11,000,000 bales it is 
believed that cotton will be cheaper in 
the spring of 1904 than at present, but 
there are so many different ideas about 
the crop that it {s more guess work than 
anything else. The best informed people 
in the trade-believe that if there is not a 
break before the first of next January in 
cotton it will rule higher than at pres- 
ent. 

On the commission man’s side It 1s said 
that if there were anything to base pres- 
ent prices on without a risk of a great 
break, Duyers would place their contracts. 
About the best solution of the state of 
the trade today is given In the following 
quotation from one of the best authort- 
ties: 

“All orders being given at present ara 
for immediate delivery. Manufacturers 
do not know what goods they will be re- 
quired to make during the coming sea- 
son. and will not anticipate any of their 
wants, hence the necessity of prompt 
shipments.” 

Buyers are of the opinion that they 
will not be required to pay much more 
than the prevailing prices today, so it 
is called a hand-to-mouth trade. 

The watchword is “‘caution,’’ and this 
is being oBserved all along the line.

There are many antecedent circumstances 
bearing on the negotiation of the defunct 
Hay-Herran convention, of which it is 
desirable that General Reyes shall have 
knowledge before he proceeds with his 
mission. There are also other features of 
the situation which have developed since 
the general left Bogota, which it Is de- 
sirable shall be fully discussed with Dr.

Turn on the Heat. 

Remarkable, to say the least, is the 
pretext offered by the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company in explana- 
tion of the absence of much needed 
heat in most of the cars of the corpor- 
poration.

The public may have its own opin- 
ion of the alleged reasons given why 
the suburban street car lines do not 
subject their passengers to the dis- 
comforts of the in-town lines. It does 
know that the suburban trolley lines 
have steam railway competition to the 
more important suburbs, that the 
steam cars are comfortably heated 
and issue very reasonable commuta- 


'tion tickets, and that there is nothing 


like aggressive competition to make 
the operators of public utilities give 
the public fair treatment and decent 
service for their money. 

The proposition of to-freeze-or-not- 
to-freeze is up to the city fathers. The 
public has heard the mild invitation 
to be——(a la Commodore Vander- 
bilt), and it don’t propose to be any- 
thing of the kind—by freezing, pneu- 
monia, croup, or otherwise—not if it 
is the power behind civic administra- 
tion in Atlanta.

Georgia’s Public Schools. 

The offical announcement of the 
county school commissioner of Gwin- 
nett in regard to the public schools 
under his furisdiction is an encour- 
aging and inspiring evidence of the 
reawakened activity that promises a 
wider sweep for the educational 
wave now rolling over the state. 
Commissioner Bagwell in presenting 
his report states his conviction that 
“there is certainly a strong sentiment 
in every community in the county for 
better school houses, better teachers 
and more school laboratories. than 
ever before,” and he adds, “Of the 
total number of schools taught in our 
county this year, forty-one have been 
long term schools being an increase 
of thirty over last year.” 

Three consecutive seasons of 
profitable harvests have netted the 
farmers of the south golden returns 
and the natura] consequence of im- 
proved material conditions finds its 
expression in the desire for better 


living and a share of the luxuries of | 


life, and high above all, the priceless 
opportunity for more advanced and 
generally improved educational offer- 
ings. This marvelous educational 
awakening has penetrateti nearly all 
the counties of Georgia and linked 
With the demand for good roads is 
heard everywhere the cry for better 
schools and more capable teachers. 
A statement of conditions and enroll- 
ment in some of the leading counties 
may not be amiss. 

Burke county occupies a unique 
distinction and presents a convinc- 
ing argument of the fairness and 
liberality of Georgia toward the edu- 
cation of the negro, without regard 
to the vastly disproportionate tax 
figures of each race. In this county 
there are 110 schools, 43 for white and 
67 for colored children. The _ total 
enrollment during 1902 in the county 


' schools was 6,474, the negro pupils 
might feel warmer if we didn't file so | 


numbering 5,187 and the white pupils 
1,337, The average cost per pupil 
was 54 cents per month and the 
schools were kept in operation 120 
days, or through the school term of 
six months. 

In Gwinnett there were 84 county 
schools, 72 for white and 12 for ne- 
gro pupils. The total enrollment 
was 7,072, made up of 5,958 whites 
and 1,064 negroes. The average cost 
of each pupil per month was 91 cents 
and the schools were kept open 100 
days. 

The following summary is from the 
report of Commissioner Merritt of 
the state department of education for

The total enrollment in all county 
schools of the state last year was 
408,109 and the average number of 
days the school were kept in opera- 
tion was 103. There were 8,414 
teachers employed and 188 new 
school houses erected during the 
year. The amount paid to teachers 
was $1,129,826.25. 

These statistics may appeal most 
strongly to the professional workers 
in the army of education, but the very 
general interest shown in the inaugu- 
ration and support of modern schools 
for country boys and the increased 
attendance upon the big state col- 
leges and universities from the rural 
districts, betoken the trend of the 
times and are.expressive of the de- 
sire of the farmers’ boys of the state 
to overcome the acknowledged handi- 
cap enjoyed by their brethren of the 
cities. With the multiplication of 
schools in the sparsely settled dis- 
tricts there is a corresponding move- 
ment toward the more advanced in- 
stitutions that offer higher courses 
of study. _ 

Behind this resistless movement, 
impelling it and explaining it, is the 
desire for the power that comes from 
trained intellects, skilled hands and 
the cultivated knowledge of nature’s 
forces. Improved minds insure 
greater returns in every field of man- 
ual and mental effort, whether in 
making two blades of grass grow 
where but one grew before or, under 
our democratic government, in shap- 


| ing the laws and securing the highest | 


welfare of the people. Linke 
ignorance is unending toil, the dis- 
comforts of poverty, the terrors of 
superstition and the impotency of 
weakness and universa] inefficiency. 
With the light and inspiration of 
learning come labor-saying devices, 
humane laws, intelligent concepts, 
the ability to draw from nature the 
satisfying returns she yields to in- 
telligent effort, the national security. 
that comes with enlightened citizen- 
ship, and the increased satisfaction 
that comes with the rational enjoy- 
ment of the comforts and improve- 
ments education secures. 

There 1s no question that the cam- 
paign of education “in Georgia is 
gathering strength and will be pro- 
ductive of far reaching achievements. 
The awakened spirit-of the people, 
especially those in the rural districts 
where the progress of the school is 
necessarily restricted, presage the 
speedy banishment of illiteracy from 
our borders. : 

The Man Who Keeps His Word. 

Out of the din, the harsh clamor, 
the hostile blows and bitter feeling 
growing out of the Chicago street rail- 
way strike, hus come as refreshing a 
little incident as ever relieved the ten- 
sion of a struggle between capital and 
labor. It is simply the development of 
a hero in the blue clothes of a street 
railway conductor, but it is of such 
unique, inimitable spontaneity as to 
make us recall Burns’ line, “a man’s 
a man for a’ that.” 

Twenty-five years ago the street car 
concern required all of the conductors 
entering its employ to take an oath 
binding them never to forsake the 
company in the event of strikes. Jo- 
seph Vitatoe, one of the newcomers, 
thus pledged himself, little dreaming 
that in the future his integrity would 
be put to the most severe tests ever 
confronting a man of honor. 

A few weeks ago Vitatoo’s comrades 
decided to strike and he was ordered 
to relinquish his punch and badge 
along with the others. Now the old 
conductor (he is 60 years of age) has 
been a staunch member of the union, 
conforming to all its rules, believing 
firmly in the right of labor to organ- 
ize and encouraging beginners to fol- 
low in his own footsteps. So when 
the crisis came and the men with 
whom he had worked for something 
over two decades left their posts and 
looked confidently for him to follow, 
he found himself in a quandary. 

If he left the company he must ig- 


/ nore his oath—he happened to be a 


man, too, who respected the word 
given under solemn circumstances. If 
he remained on his car, he incurred 
the contempt and bitter recrimination 
of the men of his own class whom he 
kuew as co-workers and loved as 
friends. It can easily be imagined how 
conflicting motives rended him and 
destroyed his Leace of mind. But his 
sense of honor triumphed.. He came 
to the conclusion that his oath, given 
a quarter of a century ago, had lost 
none of its binding force. He did not 
strike. 

He was the conductor on the first 
car to leave the car barns in an at- 
tempt to break the strike. Old friends 
sadly shook their heads and regarded 
him with mute reproach and new ones 
denounced him to his face, using the 
vilest of abuse and epithets. In the 
brunt of this storm of criticism from 
the people whom it was hardest to 
face, he stuck to his post. The only 
justification he attempted was the re- 
iteration of his remark that oaths are 
sacred, and that subsequent events 
cannot change that fact. 

There is no doubt that with the set- 
tling of the strike and the calming of 
the tumult,-the companions of the old 
man will be drawn to a just estimate 
of the situation, and receive him again 
into their regard—their respect for 
him could not have been lessened. 
To those on the outside who are famil- 
iar with the inner truth of events, 
Vitatoe appears as a hero—a sterling 


type of American which we believe is | 


frequent, and whose kind we hope will 
be everlastingly increased.

Interesting Figures on Coal 
Production Furnished by 
Consul Phillips, 


Washington, November 29.—Daniel T. 
Phillips, United States consul at Cardiff, 
has forwarded to the state department 
some interesting statistics relative to the 
coal industries of the world. k.igures are 
given showing the production of coal in 
the five principal coal producing nations 
in 1902 as compared with 190! as follows: 

United Kingdom 227,095,000 tons, an in- 
crease of 8,048,000; United States 268,- 
668,000 tons, an increase of 6,814,000; 
Germany 107,436,000 tons, a decrease of 
1,103,000; France 29,574,000 tons, a de- 
crease of 2,030,000; Belgium 22,709,000 
tons, an increase of 556,000. The total 
known production of the world, it is 
stated, is now about 700,000,000 tons. 

Figures showing the number of em- 
ployees in the coal industries in the five 
principal producing countries are given 
as follows: 

United Kingdom 787,700; United States 
458,554; Germany 448,000; France 159,- 
957: Belgium 134,022. 

The average production per person in 
the United States is 539 tons, against 278 
tons in the United Kingdom and 242 tons 
in. Germany. The excess of exports over 
imports in 1902 in three leading coal pro- 
ducing countries is shown to be as fol- 


ows: 

United Kingdom 60,397,000; Germany 
12,111,000; United States 3,583,000, 

The following figures are given showing 
the basis of imports in the chief import- 
ing coal countries: France /3,017,000;

Interiors of Trolley Cats Con- 
tinue in Beplorable Condition 


Suburbanite Declares That Heat Has 
Been Put on All Lines Where 
Trolley Cars Come in Com- 
petition wit. the 
Railrcads. 


Notwithstanding the fact that 
weather was around freezing yester- 
day, the trolley cars in Atlanta were 
just about as ccld as the weather outside, 
Which came through the open door and 
made the breath of the passengers look 
very much as if they were smoking. This 
was true of those who occupied the front 
seats and looked directly into the face 
of the sign which forbids smoking. 

It is claimed that the reason why the 
cars are not heated is because Atlantans 
only use the trolleys in the city for 
Short rides and do not need the heat, 
Which causes great additional expense. 
But the Brookwood ears, on a suburban 
line, were not heated yesterday and com- 
muters know that it takes quite long 
*f.0ugh to go to that suburb to have one’s 
feet made very cold. indeed, and to be 
chilled through and through. 

A movement was started and generally 
circulated for the drawing up of a peti- 
tion to council to pass some ordinance 
that would require the proper heating of 
the cars in co!d weather. In the peti- 
tlon would be fixed a certain degree of 
cold weather for such heating and when 
the weather bureau reported this degree 
reached, the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company would be compelled to turn 
on the heat. 

In this connection ft was stated that 
the ordinance making the expectorating 
on trolley cars a misdemeanor was 
passed at the request of the company and 
leaving aside the justice of the question, 
it was up to council] to take some action 
in favor of the request of the people, as 
it was their turn to have a request 
granted. A 

It was claimed that while the matter 
of expectorating might prove a menace 
to the health of the passenger directly 
in front of the offender or directly back 
of him, the cold cars were a real danger 
to all who rode, 

‘t will be remembered that President 
Arkwright stated that the trolley cars 
on the suburban Ines were heated be- 
Cause Of the long rides taken by the 
passengers. This is true of the trolleys 
running to College Park and to Decatur. 

“The Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company,” remarkekd a_— suburbanite 
yesterday, “has competition at both of 
these places. At College Park and East 
Point the Central of Georgia ang Atlanta 
and West Point have stations where it 
is possible for commutters to ride in and 
out of tke city in properly heated cars.

While they still continue to 
use the cold cars, they also continue to 
remonstrate and it ig probable that if the 
company is sued for damages on account 
of resulting illness, the first suit will be 
filed by some passenger on this line. 

Some action by council looking to the 
correction of this state of affairs is ex- 
pected in the near future.

City Officials Outspoken. 

Of those who have joined in the fight 
for the preservation of the municipal 
records, the officials at the city hall, who 
better than others know of the importanee 
of the matter, are probably the most out- 
spoken in their opinons. All of the city 
officers complain of the lack of facilities 
end the constant danger to the records, 

The interview given The Constitution 
by City Attorney James L. May- 
son, who spoke of the necessity 
for preserving the records, did 
much toward stirring up the members of 
council to the Importance of preventing 
this loss to the municipality. It is not 
improbable that some action will be 
commenced during the next session of 
council, which will result at least in an 
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attempt to save from the. ruins of. a pos- 
sible conflagration the precious records 
of the city from 1/848 to the present 
time. 
Among those who have directed the at- 
tention of council to the condition of the 
city records are former City Clerk W. D. 
Greene, andthe present city clerk, W. 
J. Campbell, both of whom have mention- 
ed the matter in their annual reports. 
As is usual with the recommendations 
made in annual reports, however, what 
these two city clerks said was soon for- 
gotten and nothing was done to preserve 
the records. 
Report of vormer Clerk. 

On December 31, 1900, W. D. Greene, 
who was then city clerk, wrote as fol- 
lows in his annual report for the year 
1900: 

“T again call your attention to the older 
record books of the clerk's Office that 
are not indexed, and respectfully sug- 
gest an appropriation sufficient to index 
these records: also to file In a systematic 
order the numerous city papers’ that 
have accumulated year after year until 
the older ones are nOw in a confused 
mass in the basement of the building 
occupied as a city hall.” 

The “confused mass’’ referred to by 
former Clerk Greene ts Still in existence 
in the basement. City Clerk Campbell 
has attempted as best he could to assort 
the more valuable of the papers to make 
them ready for inspection, but it is an 
impossible task with the present facili- 
ties, and even this does not protect them 
from fire. 

In his report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 3!, 1901, City Clerk W. J. Camp- 
bell reported as follows to council:

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GUY THORNE’S NEW NOVEL 
HAS REALLY ORIGINAL PLOT 


London, November 1!8.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—-Without any wish to adver- 
tise it, one cannot help pointing out that, 
so far as recent works of fiction are con- 
cerned, the new novel with which Guy 
Thorne has followed up his success with 
“The Oven’’ is distinctly in a class by 
itself. 

“The Oven,.”’ Thorne’s first 
written several years ago and 
uncanny and generaMy unusual in theme 
as to attract any amount of attention. 
Since then little hag been heard of the 
‘author, but now it seems that he has 
employed his time in evolving a stoty 
which for sheer originality it would be 
pretty hard to beat. 

For his new book Thorne has found the 
suggestive title, ‘‘When It Was Dark,” 
and the theme of the novel is a remark- 
able attempt on the part of-a certain un- 
believing millionaire to overthrow Chris- 


tianity. With this object the capitalist 
hires a noted Palegtine explorer and an 
eminent man of learning. with heretical 
views to go to the Holy Land and thégre 
to forge, on an obscure tomb, an in- 
scription which he hopes will destroy hu- 
manity’s belief in the divinity of Christ. 
Forged Inscription on Tomb. 

Translated, the inscription reads thus: 

‘“T, Joseph of Arimathaea, took the 
body of Jesus the Nazarene from the 
tomb where it was first laid and hid it in 
this place.’’ 

According to this the Savior’s resurrec- 
tion could not, of course, have taken 
place. 

Then the author of this remarkable 
hoax arranges that the faked tomb shall 
be ‘‘discovered’’ and immediately there 
is trouble. The whole wo;ld—with the 
exception of the Roman Catholics—is de- 
ceived, and Christianttv apparently has 
received its death blow, Then terrible 
things come to pass. With the ‘sheet 
anchor” gone, so to speak, the ship of 
morality drifts helplessly. Crimes  in- 
crease a hundredfold, all the world goes 
to war, there are frightful massacres of 
Christians, and British consols drop to 65. 

Of course, however, the fougery is de- 
tected just whrn things are at their 
worst, Christianity comes back Into its 
own and the trickster dies at the hands of 
an infuriated mob. 

Little Hope for Herbert Spencer. 

Recent reports regarding the health of 
Herbert Spencer have been go exception- 
ally encouraging that the news of the 
sudden attack of illness has come as a 
shock. However, it is not to be hoped 
that even the bracing air of Brighton can

eighty-third year.

‘It is now the hour for us to rise from 
sleep.’’--Romang, xili, tl. 

He said, in part: 

‘These words of the holy and earnest 
St. Paul are most fittingly brought before 
us at the beginning of this holy season 


of advent. 

“It is a time of preparation for the 
great Christmas solemnity. In the same 
way in which God prepared the world 
for the birth of its Redeemer, does the 
church prepare us = annual cele- 

ation of this great event. 
the “Messiah was a time of sorrew. 
It was the season of deferred nope, 
which brings affliction to the soul. And 
it was a time of promise. For God was 
too good and merciful to leave that sor- 
row unassuaged. # was also a time of 
figures; for by the ordinance of God there 
were instituted many Outward observ- 
ances by which the church of the Old 
Testament was expressing its faith in 
good things to come, There Was no 
iessed sacrament in those days; no 
mass, no holy communion. There were 
figures of this reality, but the great re- 
ality itself was wanting. 

“But during all that time, a period of 
4,000 vears, one work was going on— 
the work of preparation; not of prepera- 
tion for each individual sou] only, in its 
labors for eternity, but of preparation 
of the whole church for itg transiUon 
into its new state. And so the world 
was not to be taken by surprise, but an 
active preparation was going on and 
was fitting it to go forth and welcome 
its expected Redeemer. 

“And to go forth and wekome Him is 
the order given to us now in these days 
of preparation. It is the hour to arise 
from sleep, and we must now be watch- 
ing and eager to gain our share in the 
blessings which the joyful Christmas 
festival] will bring. Advent is a time of 
penance. ‘Do penance; for the kingdom 
of God is at hand.’ Advent is also a time 
of reflection. ‘It Is now the hour for us 
that is, we are now nearer to eternity 
than at the first days of our conversion, 
to arise from sleep, because now our &al- 
vation is nearer than when we believed,’

“IT will show my faith 
He said in part: 
“Protestantism has ever laid the gfreat- 
est stress upon faith, while Romanigm 
‘mphasizes ‘salvation by works,’ 1. e., 
on works of penance or of ceremonial- 
isto. The New Testament lays stress on 
both faith and works—the faith which is 
more than opinion, and the works of help- 
fulness and benevolencé which are more 
than obedience and comformity to church 
rules and rites. Vhe apostle James, next 
to Jesus Himself, puts the greatest weight 
upon works of any Christian teacher, so 
much so that when Martin Luther, the 
great deljever in faith, cated the book of 
James the ‘Epistle of Straw,’ because 
there Was so much in it about works and 
8 little about faith. This, however, whs 
the value of straw as a useful 
ccmmodity became known to the world. 
lf works be Jikened to straw, let us con- 
For instance, how does 
wheat grow? The straw is first, and af- 
ter it the kernel. Then the kerne] is 
planted and we get more straw. So if 
Wheut is faith and the straw represents 
works, one is necessary to the other 
just as both oafs are required to row a 
boat. A man’s faith sets him to work 
and his work arouses his faith. 
“Without works or practical appiica- 
tion of faith to work, faith and religion 
are of no profit. Notice I have not said 
‘of no value’ There ie a great differ- 
ence between value and profit. If I own 
a plece of the richest ‘ead in the world, 
it is of great value indeed, but unlegs [ 
cultivate it I receive no profit from it. 
Profit means increase, and there is no 
increase without use. No matter what 
your endowment is from God, it ts of no 
profit to you wniless you use it. Your 
faith is of no profit to you uniess you 
apply it You can be put to shame by 
a pius who lives up to his crude 
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beliefs. 
gift we have is improved. The fish

| “There {is a way to reiate yourself to 
'your faith by your works. Some people 
seem to have a terrible fear of working 
tco much, especially for their church. We.1 
i' now, suppose they did and even died pre- 
maturely from their efforta, in behalf of 
their faith. It would be a glorious death. 
1 wonder how Warren felt when he fell, 
almost the first to die for his country, 
or Nelson as he sank down crying with 
his last breath, “Don’t give up the ship. 

“But the truth is, we are not called 
to die for our church or our faith; we 
are called to something better—to live 
for it. Every member of a ‘church should 
select a specific thing to do. Each one 
set himself, for instance, to securing one 
new member each year. Carlyle says. 
‘Blessed is the man who has found his 
work and does it!’ One man says, ‘l 
have faith but no works’—can his faith 
cave him? ‘1 wilt show my faith by my 
works.’ ” 
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A great congregation filled the audi- 
torium of the Central Presbyterian 
church to greet the return of the pastor, 
Dr. Rice, from his temporary absenc* 
in the interest of the proposed Presby- 
terian university. Dr. Rice took for his 
text the passage, “Not by works of 
righteousness which we have done, but 
according to His merey He saved us,” 
and said in part: 

“It is a common notion with a ma- 
| jority of mankind that the opposite of 
the text is true. Many answer, when 
asked to become Christlans, that ther 
are not good enough. They think that 
thev must achieve goodness, that heaven 
'{s to be earned. People refer to a man’s 
goodness oft as if it were a guarantee 
of his salvation. I would not have you 
leave this church today under this dead- 
ly misapprehension—the devil's poison. 
‘According to God's mercy we are saved.’ 
and in no other was ‘The reasons are 
simple. We cannet make ourselves 
righteous. We know that many of our 
unquestioned obligations we do not and 
cennot fulfill, as for one inatance paren- 
tat obligations. We also know that our 
motives are not always pure. when hon- 
estly analyzed. We are to be measured 
not by weak human standards of right- 
ecusness, tut by God's standard. In 
His sight there are none righteous, n», 
not ont. By your own experience and 
by God's word you are shown to be des- 
titute of righteousness. God says to 
you, ‘Givé up all your plans, and take 
mine.’ In no other way can you at- 
tain infinite peace. Works have much 
to do with salvation: but they are the 
| frnit, not the cause.”

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Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of Moore 
Memorial church, preached yesterday 
morning from the following text: Second 
Kings, vi, (6: “‘eFar not: for they that 
be with us are more than they that be 
with them.” 

Dr. Holderby said in aubstance: 

“We have here Elisha’s answer to his 
Servant who saw a great host of the 
enemy with horses and chariots encamp- 
ing @gainst the city, and who in great 
fear cried out: ‘Alas. master, how shal! 
we do?’ 

“*Fear not,’ said Elisha, ‘for they that 
be with us are more than they that de 
with them.’ 

“But the servant could not see that 
there were more with him than with the 
enemy. and so Elisha prayed that the 
Lord would open the eyes of the young 
man, and the Lord opened his ayes and 
he saw the mountain full of chariots and 
horses of fire round about Elisha. And 
Elisha prayed again, and he asked the 
Lord to smite his enemies with blinc- 
ness, and God answered his prayer and 
the Syrians were driven out of the land 
of Ysrael. 

“May we not learn some lessens here 
that shall help and comfort us in our 
spiritual lives? The same God who was 
with Elisha fs with us, and we necd not 
fear our enemies, though they bo an 
host. The Lord fs our strength. 

"They that be wifh us are more than 
they fhat be with tliem.’ But our eves 
need to be onenartl that we may nec 
the host of the Lord camping round 
about us to help and Aeliver use. Our 
enemies are manr, and they are round 
about use rendy to destroy us, but we 
have nothing to fear, for they that he 
with us are more than they that be w'th 
our enemies.

All those who are in league with 
the whisky traffic and the Sabbath dese- 
crators and. the pool-selling business are 
enemies of God and the church. There 
are. {ft fs true, a great host of those ar- 
raved azainst God and we tremble with 
fear lest they triumph over truth and 
righteousness. We feel sometimes as if 


these enemies of God are more numerous 


and stronger than the host of the Lord. 
and we cry out in our fear, ‘Alas. Mas- 
ter, how shel we do?’ Then comes th: 
word of the Lord to us, ‘Fear not, for 
they that be with us are more than they 
that be with them,’ 

“God has a great host at His com- 
mand encamping round about His church 
ready to deliver His people from their 
enemies. Principalities and powers 'n 
the heavenly places and all the hosts 
of heaven are arrayed against all thuse 
enemies of God. These desecrators of 
the Sabbath and the men who are de- 
esi a the lives of their

His world ruled by these evil forces, but 
will one day smite them with blindness 
and they shal} be driven back to their 
native hell. God is the majority and 
He will rule this world. ‘All evil doers 
shall be cut off.’ Every man who fa- 
vors the saloons and the gambling 
schemes of the country and the desecra- 
tion of the Sabbath, is an enemy to God, 
to the church and to his -fellow-man. 

“The man who does not line up with 
God’s people in the great fight for right- 
eousness is on the side ef the devil and 
arrays himself against God.. But this 
man should not think that he is in the 
majority. Let him know that God is 
on the other side and that God will win 
the figiit. The man who undertakes to 
fight against God is a fool, for no man 
can fight against God and prosper. He 
must come to grief sooner or later. 

“The church has nothing to fear ‘n 
this fight for righteousness, because 
‘they that are with us are more than 
they that are with them. The sacra- 
mental host of Jesus Christ is in the 
majority a God’s church is safe and 
the victory willl be ours.”’ 
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Rev. C. A. Langston preached yes- 
terday at the Unitarian church from the 
text, ‘‘Refrain from these men and let 
them alone; for if this counsel or this 
work be of men, it will come to naught. 
But if it be of God, ye can not overthrow 
it; lest haply ye be found even to fight 
against God.”’ Acts v, 38, 39. 

He said in part: 

“Gamalie] Uves in the history of re- 
ligion as one who was Wisely tolerant. 
While he accepted the faith of his fore- 
fathers and joined himself to the party 


, OL the Pharisees, a sect within that faith, 


yet these acts ald not prevent him trom 
dveing just and tolerant toward those 
who were identified with the new move- 
ment of religaous thought and life called 
Christianity. This was a new move- 
ment. Its aims and purpuses were not 
understood. Here is @ man who. was 
brave enough and patient enough to wait 
tor developments. If one is going to 
display the true spirit of toieration, that 
is the way one must behave. He must 
be willing to wait; he cannot afford to 
act hastliy. 

“Within the pale of the Christian re- 
ligion there are many sects not one of 
which is catholic. Every one of these 
sects in so far as it stands for religious 
truth is justifiable on that ground, but 
not one ot them has interpreted the truth 
that it has seized upon in universal 
language; not one of them 
unversal man. 
truth and all are striving in separate 
ways for the kingdom of God, but not one 


, of them is identica] with the hog Cath- 


olic church, the great invisible church of 
which the visible is only a partial reali- 
zation. 

“The forces of one camp are cailed Or- 
thodex, the forces of the other are called 
liberad, someties Heterodox. Bach of 
these camps has its special method of 
attack and defense. J] cali attention to 
two popular methods of defense. Now, 
visible orthodoxy is much stronger than 
visibie liberalism. So far as numbers 


;are concerned the latter forces are rela- 


tively insignificant. 

‘lhe big crowd is disposed to be proud 
of ite bigness. Besides, many people in 
the big crowd will say and do things to 
the members of the little crowd which 
under other conditions they would not 
think of saying and doing. There is a 
human concelt which expresses itself in 
the saying: ‘The voice of the people is 
That is not true. The 
census is designed to enumerate the pop- 
ulation. That is ali that it can do. The 
majority is-not necessarily in the right. 

“So when one stands before some moad- 
ern Gamaliel and undertakes to give the 
reason for the faith that is in him 
one who {s broad enough and 
enough to hear him out, he must iry to 
te!] what thére is in his faith that siim- 
viates his intellect, warms his affections 
and inspires his sympathies. he must 
tell, if he can, why the life and death 
of Jesus Christ commands ‘his ioyalty; 
what the Jeadership of Jesus and the ‘fei- 
lowship’ of man really means. These 
are the Ongm adequate interpretations of 
a man’s faith. Truth and not numbers 
is the thing.”’

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AND COVERNMENT 
Power of the President Ove 
Militia of States 


How and Under What Conditions 
Militia May Be Called to the 
Assistance of the Federal 
Government. by the 
President. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, November 29.—(8pectal.)— 
How and under what conditions the or. 
Sanized militia of the various states.may 
be called to the assistance of the fed- 
eral government by the president ‘‘to 
suppress insurrections and to repel in- 
vasions’’ is set forth in detail in a se- 
ries of general orders recently issued by 
Lieutenant General 8. B. M. Young, chicf 
of staff, at the instance of MT. Oliver, 
assistant secretary of war. A _ peculiar 
significance and interest attaches to the 
Orders in view of the recent appeal of 
the governor of Colorado for federal 
troops to aid him in res.oring order and 
preserving the peace in that state. 

Officials at the war department point 
out that there is a very general misun- 
derstanding regarding the president's 
powers with respect to the national guard 
of the country and that the orders were 


to enable the militia to be in a better 
State of preparedness for an emergency 
than they were at the outbreak of the 
war with Spain, 
Regulations Adopted. 
After quoting the constitutional pro- 
visions regarding the use of the militia 


in putting down insurrectione and re- 


pelling invasions and the statutes on that | 


subject, the orders give the following 
regulations which have been adopted by 
the war department in accordance with 
the Dick militia bill. 

“The president's authority over the mil- 
itia is derived from this legislation. He 
can call them out only in those cases 
in which congress shall have specifically 
provided for his so doing and recent legis- 
lation has established no new emergency 
for the exercise of this power on his 
part. When the call ‘fs complied with the 


} militia becomes nationa! in character and 


the president their commander in chief. 
“The president is the exclusive judge of 
the “existence Of an exigency justifying 
the calling out of the militia and the 
executive measures necessary for giying 
effect to the cal} are ministerial acts 
which the secretary of war may: perform 
as the representative of the president. 
‘“‘Whenever' the militia is called into 
the service of the United States, the or- 
ganized militia will be first deSignated 
and in apportioning quotas according to 
representative population they will, to 
the extent practicable, be so adjusted as 
not to leave any staie or territory un- 
provided with a reserve force -sufficient 
to meet any emergency then existing or 
imminent within such state or territory. 
Requisition will be made by the war de- 
partment upon. governors of states and 
territories and the arm of the service and 
the number of organizations thereof Te- 
quired will be stated in the requisitions. 
‘Militia called into the serve of the 
United States will be mustered in by 
officers of the army detalied by the war 
department for this purpose. No organ- 
ization will be accepted into the service 
of the United States which in number of 
officers and enlisted men is below the 
minimum prescribed by the president cr 
above the maximum fixed by law for 
such organizations. The extent of the 
physical examination upon muster in will 
be in accordance with the length and 
character of service for which the organ- 
izations are called and will be prescribed 
in orders from the war department. 
“Provided that in such states as shall 
have adopted a standard of physical ex- 
amination for enlistment and reenlist- 
ment of the organized militia prescribed 
by the secretary of war such militia may 
be deemed under the law ‘fit for military 
service’ and shall be duly mustered into 
the service of the Uniteé States as sucn. 
Under these conditions, a8 soon as prac- 
ticable after such muster In, without in- 
terfering with the supreme duty of the 
militia—the defense of the country—aad 
in such a manner as not to prevent their 
employment against an enemy, a physi- 
cal examination will be made by a med- 
ical officer of the army detailed for the 
purpose who shall note all cases of de- 
fect and cause same to be entered on mus- 
ter,roll against the name of each indi- 
vidual, stating in each case whether the 
defect so noted existed prior to the mus- 
ter in of the soldier. 
Duties of Officers. 


“Tt shall be the duty of every officer 


designated to muster into the service of | 


any of the militia of the several states 
to see that the muster rolls contain all 
information that might in any way affect 
pay or which it might be necessary to 
consider in the determination of claims 


for pensions. 

“Prom the day that any portion of the 
militia called into actual service of the 
Inited States appear at their place of 
company rendezvous the war depatment, 
through its duly accredited agents, will 
®rovide and deliver subsistence and such 
necessary supplementary supplies of 
clothing, equipment, armament and am- 
munition as existing laws authorize to 
he furnished militia after arrival at such 
places of rendezvous. 

“ups expedite the mobilization of the 
militia called into the service of the

time In the “Sermon on the Mount’’ to 
the elaboration and illustration of the 
higher righteousness whose quest He 
here commends. In a word, it may be 
called the conduct that is prompted by 
unselfish love. Jesus never set for us 
an exhaustive catalogue of duties that 
are demanded by the higher righteous- 
ness, but He directed us to the source of 
dutiful conduct which is found within the 
heart of al! filial sons of God. 

In making clear the distinctions be- 
tween the righteousness of the _ king- 
dom and the righteousness of the scribes 
and Pharisees, He called attention to 
some of the things which the higher 
righteousness forbids and enjoins. It for- 
bids murder, anger, contempt, harsh 
speech, harsh judgment, adultery, lust- 
ful intention, theft, covetousness, perjury, 
swearing, deceit and causing others to 
stumble. 

It enjoins purity of heart, conformity 
of outer and: inner life, truthfulness of 
speech, forgiveness, patience, me®kness, 
conciliatoriness, peaceableness, charit- 
ableness, courtesy, obligingness, sympa- 
thy, love of enemies, humility, modesty. 

It enjoins as the more active duties, 
service, unstinted and unending gener- 
osity, kindness to men in all stations, 
ministering to all in need; in a word, en- 
ergetic philanthropy. 

Let us inquire what Jesus means by 
hunger and thirst. It is a figurative ex- 
pression which stands for strongest de- 
sire.

To be unconcerned about the 
religion is not a 
greatness, but of degeneracy. 
{fndifferent to religion? So is 
All that is necessary to make a hermit- 
crab happy is a cast-off conch shell and 
a flowing tide. All.that is necessary 
to make a flea happy is the back of a fat 
dog. It takes more to satisfy man. He 
wants not only food, drink and shelter, 
but companionship, friends, intellectual 
pleasure, communion with the Infinite, 
opportunity do good, 

We observe, second, that 
of want is also the measure of life de- 
velopment. The savage wants food and 
drink: the tribesman, friends and foli- 
lowers: the man of society, praise, place 
and preferment; the vreligionist, peac: 
with the unseen; the Christian, power to 
do good. 

We observe, third, that the man who 
hungers and thirsts after righteousness, 
or conduct like God's, has always a sure 
and abundant field in which to gratify 
his desire. Our efforts in some direc- 
tions may be circumscribed and we may 
lack opportunity, but we can never lack 
the opportunity of doing good, because 
the world is full of people who need us. 

[I may be disappointed in my search 
after health, because the atmosphere 
full of germs which may find a lodg- 
ment in my body and produce disease. 
The thousands of patent nostrums that 
are being sold as “king cure-alls’’ indl- 
cate how many of us are failing at this 
pont. I may be disappointed in my 
search after vnroperty, because govera- 
ment is uncertain and my property may 
not get the protection of the _ police. 
Storm and fire and flood may. destroy 
it. I may be disappointed in my desire 
for fame. Some enemy may Sstart a 
slander which may blast my reputation 
and bring to naught my hopes of pre- 
But no member of society who 
ever desired to do good, to attain to the 
righteousness of God, which is unselfish 
love, every sought for an opportunity 
to bless, and failed. There is absolute- 
ly no danger of failure to the man who 
seeks the blessedness of God-likeness. 

The world is on a mad chase after 
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deep 


happiness, or satisfaction, but Jesus says 
we are looking in the wrong place. We 
are looking for diamonds in the sky, 
but there are no diamonds in the sky, 
they are in the earth beneath our feet. 
We are looking for happiness in exter- 
nal things, in health, wealth, fame and 
position, when Jesus says that happl- 
ness is not found in these things, but in 
right disposition. Heaven is not a place

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of the skies. Heaven is inside you. You 
can unlock its gates with the key of 
hunger and thirst after goodness. 

According to Jesus, the way to be hap- 
py is to forget self? in the interest of 
others. 

There Is no blessing promised to those 
who hunger and thirst after the rewards 
of righteousness. It is here that many 
of us fall. We have’ put the cart be- 
fore the horse. We have an eager de- 
sire for the bliss of heaven, but are 
unwilling to practice heavenly conduct. 
Sooner or later the world has to learn 
that God cannot make a man happy 
who wants heaven but does not want to 
bless his fellows, 

We frequently hear the expression 
“seeking religion.’ and we fear some- 
times that the man who uses it means 
that he is seeking for the lazy and pleas- 
urable experience that he heard some 
man relate. Some plous brother rises !n 
his place In the meeting house and tells 
about an experience that he says happen- 
ed to him about forty years ago when, 
after days of misery and wretchedness, 
there came to him one night at a certain 
spot, near an old gum log, sucn an over- 
powering sense of happiness that lhe 
shouted the whole night Jong. The man 
listening says that he would like to have 
an experience like that, that he was 
never in his Iife happy enough to shout. 
Hie forthwith goes to seeking for an ex- 
perience like that of the man who has 
related his. From the standpoint of Je- 
Sus, it is not a very high thing that he 
is seeking, it {s certainly not the highest 
thing, nor that which promises blessed- 
ness The object of his search is not 
that he may do good to his fellows, il- 
lustrate the higher righteousness, by be- 
ing charitable, generous, full of service, 
but that he may get a sort Of religious 
thrill. If al) he means by “seeking relig- 
ion”’ that he is seeking a sort of 
happiness that some religious people say 
they have, he is only a little better than 
the man who seeks his happiness in tur- 
key dinners, wine and theaters. He is 
some better, maybe, but very little. 

This at last is selfishness and no man 
find Jesus’ blessedness in such a 
realm. Some of our religious experi- 
ences, as related, are little better than 
sensuality. 

Some of us speak of ‘“‘trving to get to 
heaven when we die,” as if we meant 
that we were waiting for a delayed Jux- 
ury. We look with envy upon those who 
seem to be enjoying the good things of 
this life and say, “Oh, well, you are 
getting your good things now, but I'l) get 
mine after a while. You are wearing 
good clothes now, but [ shal] outshine 
you in a gorgeous robe, after a while. 
You are living in a fine house now, but 
[ am g0ing to have a maneion on the 
front street in the New Jarusalem. after 
a while. You are working for a good 
iime, am I. You are trying to get 
yours now. I am willing to wait and 
get a little more of the same eort.’’ 

Jesus never once said that sort of desire 
Was blessed or would bring satisfaction. 
He said that the only way to find heaven 
was to find fitness for heaven, by prac- 
ticing righteous conduct on earth. There 
is not, according to Jesus, one single 
thing in the entire spirlt realm which can 
minister to the happiness of a person 
that has not learned to love goodness, 
gentleness, merey, ferbearance, forgtve- 
ness and unstinted generosity. 

There is a story told in the German of 
a man who traveled. many miles to visit 
a celebrated optician for the purpose of 
purchasing a pair of spectacles with 
which he snould be able to read. He had 
heard of the fame of the optictfan 
it was reported that he could fit 
man's eyes so perfectly with glasses 
he could read. The optician made a care- 
ful examination of the man's eyes and 
then selected lenses which corrected al] 
the faults. He placed the spectacies upon

| his patient’s nose, handed him a news- 


i tacles 


and asked him how 
suited. The man answered that he could 
not read. The optician tried another pair, 
and another, but with like success. Hach 
time the patient replied that he could not 
read. At last, in desperation, the doctor 
asked the man whether he ever read in 
his lite, to which the man answered: "NO, 
if I could read I would have no use for 
the spectacles,’’ 

What the man needed 
but the alphabet 
book and a First Peaader. 

So with some of us. What we really 
need is not a haven to go to when we die, 
but hunger and thirst after righteousness 
while we Hive. We sometimes hunt 
through our stock of emotions and, by 
self-hypnotism, try to conjure ourselves 
into a feeling of blessedness, but the 
blessedness of which Jesus spoke is not 
so found. It is in character, and char- 
acter [8 but another name for Ife-habit. 

Jesus never Once said blessed is the 
man who hungers for bread, money, rep- 
utation, fame, pleasure, religious emo- 
tion or spiritual thrill, but blessed is the 
man who hungers for the highest princ:- 
ple of life and the most God-like con- 
duct. 

The reason He assigns for calling those 
blessed that hunger and thirst afyer 
righteousness is that “they shall be fil!- 
ed,’’ or satisfied. Jesus is -much fairer 
than most teachers, for the principle

is that essentially every man gets that 
for which he strives. Some tel] us that 
if we seek for money, we are sure to 
fail, if we seek for fame, we shall fall. 
But we are not sure to fail. On the 


, other hand, the Hkelfhood {fs that if we 


bend all of our energies to the accumu- 
lation of a fortune, we will succeed in 
getting it. If we practice all the arts 
which lead to preferment, we may win 
place and fame. But Jesus warns us 
against thinking that, when we have 
gotten money we shal) be satisfied. and 
that when we have gotten fame we shal! 
be filled. 

Man is God’s son and his desiree are 
like God's desires—infinite. It is impos- 
sible that God's sons shall be filled with 
stuff. Man's desires always outrun hie 
power of gratification, and while he may 
accumulate fortune, or win fame, he ean 
never accumulate a fortune large enough 
to bring happiness or win fame enough 
to bring peace or satisfaction. Al; these 
things touch only the lower reaches of 
human life. There can not be ‘“‘satisfy- 
ing’’ or ‘‘filling’’ on anything that appeals 
merly to the desire for things. But the 
desire for righteousness, or Godly char- 
acter, does bring satisfaction, because. 
getting what we desire, we get that which 
satisfies the most Godlike element in 
us. 
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We can rent thi a whole or sub 
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psalmist caught when he sald, ‘‘I shall 
be satisfied when I awake with Thy 
likeness."’ Man being the son of God, 
nothing less than Godly character can 
fill his wants. 

We may get an flustration what 
Jesus meant from His own conduct. One 
day the Master, on His trip to Galilee, 
went out of His way through Samaria 
and stopped at Jacob's weil. He was 
hungry and thirsty and His disciples 
went to a neighboring village to buy 
food. During their absence, an outcast 
woman came to the well to draw water 
and Jesus, finding an opportunity of do- 
ing good, preached to her a sermon on 
the highest truth to which the human 
heart was ever directed. He found in 
her a willing listener and am apt scholar, 
and He made a convert of her [to 
g0od Hfe. 

When His_ disciples returned they 
thought He had both eaten and drunk 
because of His indifference to food and 
the calm look of satisfaction upon His 
face. His meat and His drink was to do 
the will of God. 

A score of times in His Hfe, He illus- 
trated the truth of His own saying that 
“they that hunger and thirst after right- 
eousnese shall be filled.” He was de- 
spised, rejected, cursed, hounded, perse- 
cuted, but in the midst of it all He 
said to His frightened disciples, ‘‘Let not 
your hearts be troubled. My peace | 
give unto you.” 

My brother, are you unhappy? Do the 
that now occupy your thoughts 
an@ heart fail to bring you satisfaction 
Try the 
Desire earnestiy to 
bless your fellow-men. Put the principle 
into practice. Do you not know of some 
poor widow who needs a ton of coal o} 
a wheelbarrow load of provisions? Send 
them to her. or better go with the alms 
yourself, Do you not know some old 
man in poverty and loneliness whom 3@ 
friendly visit on Sunday afternoon would 
make happy? Go down to the little 
cottage and cheer him up. Do you not 
know some pOor young man that js hun- 
gery for an education? Lend him the 
money to pay his tuition. Are there 
not orphans in your neighborhood whom 
Try the Master's plan, 
If you will do this, may not have 
experience ke that which anybody 
else has described, but you will under- 
stand, at least, the beginning of what 
Jesus meant when He said, ‘“rhey shall 
filled.”’
